But Scientists Say 
Gravity Tug Expected 


PASADENA, Calif. (A P ) — The 
sun’s gravitational pull has cap­ 
riped the Venus hound spacecraft 
Mariner 2. 
But there’s no cause for alarm 
— scientists planned it that way. 
At a point 16 million miles out 
In space Wednesday solar gravity 
became strong enough to over­ 
come the earth s weakening pull 
on the 447-pound spacecraft. 
For the rest of its uncalculated ; 
lifetime, Mariner 2 will be a tiny 
aatellite of the sun. 
Scientific interest in it will cease 
next Dec. 14 when Bk* 12 foot tall 
Vehicle streaks past Venus at a 
distance of 9,000 miles. 
Its 
scientific 
instruments, 
de- j 
aigned to help determine whether 
life 
could 
exist 
on 
the 
cloudy 
planet, then will be turned off and 
Mariner 2 will become another 
hunk of space junk orbiting the I 
sun. 
Scientists at Jet Propulsion Lab­ 
oratory, 
where 
Mariner 
2 
was 
built, calculated both the dwin 
tiling earth 
gravity and the in 
creasing solar gravity in figuring 
ita trajectory through space. 
Although traveling away from 
earth at about 6,i nk) m iles an hour, 
the spacecraft is whizzing along 
an orbit around tho sun at ten 
times that speed, 
In the coming weeks the pull of 
the sun will grow stronger and j 
Mariner 2’s speed will increase. 
By the time it reaches the vicin­ 
ity of Venus, the spacecraft will 
be going more than 90,000 miles 
an hour along its orbit around the 
sun. 
In a sense, Mariner 2 now is 
falling toward the sun but it will j 
not plunge into the sun. Its speed 
will keep ti moving in a giant 
egg shaped orbit around the sun 
for years. 
'fhe curving trajectory will take J 
Mariner 2, launched from ( ’ape 
Canaveral, Fla., Aug. 25, past the j 
sunny side of Venus about noon . 
Eastern Standard Time next Dec j 
14—a 
IWO million-mile journey in , 
less than four months. 
As it draws near tile planet, 
radio 
signals 
from 
earth 
will 
switch on electronic devices to 
measure Venus’ temperature and 
the makeup of its atmosphere. Sci­ 
entists now believe the planet may 
be too hot- 600 degrees fahrenheit 
on the surface—to support life, 
and that there is little if any oxy­ 
gen in its atmosphere.

In space Wednesday solar gravity 
became 
strong enough to over­ 
come the earth s weakening pull 
on the 447-pound spacecraft. 


For the rest of its uncalculated 
lifetime, Mariner 2 will be a tiny 
satellite of the sun. 


Scientific interest in it will cease 
next Dec. 14 when the 12 foot-tall 
Vehicle streaks past Venus at a 
distance of 9,000 miles.

By the time it reaches the vicin­ 
ity of Venus, the spacecraft will 
be going more than 90,000 miles 
an hour along its orbit around the 
sun.

W hat Time Is It? 


One of those agencies purporting to sup­ 
ply confidential dope straight from Capi­ 
tol Hill says Congress will get to work 
next year on standardizing daylight saving 
time. Twenty-two states do not observe it 
at all, and the others have varying start­ 
ing and stopping times. Some permit local 
option. 
All this confusion is costly to business 
and industry. Transportation lines spend 
millions of dollars on time schedules that 
take such regional vagaries into account. 
Others find it fouls up appointments, de­ 
livers schedules, meetings, etc. 
Despite the objections of some fa rm e rs 
and 
certain 
irreconcilables who fancy 
there’s something irreligious about it. day 
light saving time has a fairly respectable 
history. 
It was begun on a really serious scale 
by most of the countries of Europe during 
World War I. The purpose was to save 


fuel for lighting and heating by getting 
people up and to bed an hour earlier. The 
United States Congress m ade it the law of 
the land in 1918, but it was repealed the 
next year because of strenuous rural objec­ 
tions. 
< 
' 
On Feb. 6, 1942, the U. S. went on “war 
tim e ’’, which was one hour in advance of 
standard time, and continued until Sept­ 
em ber of 1945. Since then there has been 
no national regulation of it. 
Benjamin Franklin, who usually is cred­ 
ited with a fair store of wisdom, urged a 
similar program on the French when he 
w as am bassador to Paris in 1784. He told 
them it would conserve tallow and allow 
them to enjoy more daylight. The French 
laughed and laughed. 
Nobody thinks it’s funny anymore and a 
great m any Americans will be pleased if 
Congress can straighten out the muddle. 


Bossie's Face Is Red 


How can a cow that eats green grass 
give white milk? This question is such an 
old one that it can hardly be called mod­ 
ern. Let’s replace it with a new one. 
How can scientists using weeds, pea 
pods, carrot tops and discarded cabbage 
leaves m ake white milk, or even a reas­ 
onable facsimile? 
It is now contended that they can. At 
first their product had a slightly greenish 
color but they've got rid of that. Now they 
can produce white liquid milk, evaporated 
milk and milk powder, all touted as very 


similar to the bovine products. 
The cost is already down to that of milk 
products, it is claimed, and m a ss produc­ 
tion might reduce it. Maybe dairies can 
not produce a quart of milk a day for 
every Hottentot baby because there a re n ’t 
enough cows, but there will always be 
enough weeds. 
Is the cow about to follow the horse down 
the road to obsolescence? Possibly. B u t 
no one has yet m anaged to produce arti­ 
ficial tenderloin steaks.

In pioneer America, a feather­ 
bed was a m ajor item in every 
prospective bride’s dowry.

It w asn’t until the Civil War era 
that Ja m es Kiddy of Watertown, j 
N Y.—a benefactor of mankind if 
ever there was one—created the j 
world's first bedspring from the 
wire coils of an old buggy seat. 
Twin beds first made their ap­ 
pearance in Great Britain in 1893, 
and were imm ediately denounced 
by some Victorian clergym en as 
imm oral, indecent and a threat to 
family life.

Carl Bach's Tiny Garden 
Follows Japanese Tradition

But the C'arl Barbs. 369 North­ 
ridge Road, ha\e a small area 
outside the big window of their 
game room which Carl has made 
into a delightful Japanese gar­ 
de n 
complete 
with 
split lo­ 
ud pools, a tiny waterfall and 
a half moon bridge. 
Bach has done all the planning 
and work himself, and as far as 
the garden editor is concerned it's 
essentially Oriental 
The little garden is quite in cha­ 
racter with the Bach s low con­ 
tem porary home. And everybody 
rn the family, including the Bach’s 
two young daughters. Holly, and 
Jill, has had a hand in its plann­ 
ing and maintenance. 
* * 
* 
ACCORDING to the Bachs, co­ 
lor is played down in a Japanese 
garden Textures and scale are all 
rn port ant. And the soothing trick­ 
ie of the little waterfall is also an 
integral part of the little 40 by 40 
Oriental garden. 
How com e the Bach's decided on 
a Japanese 
garden 
Well, 
they 
just decided something had to be 
done about the outlook from the 
cam eroom window — so they sta rt­ 
ed on tile garden. 
It is very close to the street and 
a high fence was erected. T h e 
Innards have spaces between them 
and passersby can get a tiny fleet­ 
ing peek at the garden. Lombardy 
poplars have also been planted to 
give the garden a Shangri La feel­ 
ing of remoteness. 
Bach started 
by 
dumping 
a 
load of dirt in the 
area, 
then 
building the 
pools 
and 
paths 
around this elevation. 
The little half moon bridge w’as 
no 
problem , 
according 
to Bach 
who is chief engineer for the Farm 
B ureau Co-operative. The curved 
spans were cut all in one piled 
by a local lumber com pany. 
Hidden somewhere is a pump 
that keeps the w ater flowing from 
over tho waterfall and back into 
the upper pool. 
When the garden was ready for 
plant material the Bachs stuck 
in anything that was green. 
They h a \e acquired dw arf trees. 
One is m arroon foliaged. The area 
around the pools is planted with 
j-eedum and accented with silver 
Moon artem esia. In one place ko- 
chia plants looking like tiny char­ 
treuse evergreens are growing. 
In the spring they have creeping 
phlox and this is the only time co­ 
lor is predominant. But there is 
room for a daylily plant or two.
